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Senate-House Group 
Can't Agree On Rents 


One Word 
Separates 
Two Bills 


Washington, 
March 
2 6 — 
(AP)—Senate-House conferees 
on rent legislation deadlocked 
tonight over what to do about 
rent increases. 


The 
conference committee 
trying to iron out differences 
between the house and senate, 
bills broke up after more than 
seven hours of trying to reach 
on agreement. 


The present rent law expires next 
Thursday, March 31. 
Rejects Compromise 


Senator Sparkman (D-Ala.) told 
a news conference the House con- 
ferees rejected a compromise pro- 
posal advanced by the group. He 
said the two sides were only one 
word apart, but could not get over 
that obstacle. 


Sparkman said the joint commit- 
tee will meet again Monday morn- 
' tag. 


"We are deadlocked now all right," 


the senator said, "but I am optim- 
istic about an agreement Monday." 


The House members of the con- 
ference committee plan to meet be- 
fore the joint session, and Rep. 
Spence (D-Ky.) told reporters he 
expects the House delegates can 
reach an agreement among them- 
selves then. 


The bill passed by the Senate pro- 
vides for some rent increases up to 
10 per cent, in two five per cent 
steps. 


Sparkman said the senate group 
agreed to drop that provision and 
take in lieu of it, with modifications, 
a House provision providing for a 
"reasonable return on the reason 
able value" of the landlord's pro- 
perty. 
One Word Apart 


Sparkman said the senate con 
ferees proposed to substitute for the 
words "reasonable return," the words 
" a fair net operating income." He 
said the House members objected to 
inclusion of the word "operating." 


The senate group then offered to 
substitute for that phrase the words 
"a fair net income, excluding anyjr- 
tization and interest." 


The House members turned that 
down, too. 


Sparkman said the two senate 
phrases add up to the same thing. 
He said the senate conferees feel 
that including interest and amortiz- 
ation on the formula would boost 
rents unjustifiably. 


Sparkman said Flanders got so 
angry at the ¿louse members that 
"he just stomped out of the room." 


The conferees previously had ad- 
opted a senate section providing for 
broad "Home Rent Control. Under 
it, states, cities, towns and villages 
could get rid of rent controls any 
time if the state governor approved. 


Before the log-jam at today's ses- 
sion, the committee also agreed to 
give the federal housing expediter 
discretion to free so-called luxury 
apartments from rent controls. 


Babich Admits Killing 
Patricia Birmingham 


Milwaukee, March 26 — (JP) — Dis- 
trict Attorney William McCauley 
said today a 19-year-old bridegroom 
admitted slaying 16-year-old Pat- 
ricia Birmingham "while planning to 
elope with her older sister. 


The district attorney said Milton 
Babich dictated his statement a 
short time after his habeas corpus 
hearing on another charge was re- 
cessed for issuance of a first degree 
murder warrant. 


McCauIey's announcement came 
as a climax to a chain of events 
started by a fantastic coincidence. 
Pretty Pat's trussed and weighted 
body was dragged from the Mil- 
waukee fiver last Sunday by fire- 
men hunting for a suicide. The girl 
who disappeared Feb. 10, had been 
shot twice through the head. 


The district attorney said Babich 
told him he. killed Pat because the 
younger girl knew that Kathleen, 
her 17-year-old sister and Babich's 
fiancee, was pregnant and threaten- 
ed to tell her parents. ' 


Drought In Italy 
Reduces Electric 
Power, Production 


Rome, March 26—(JP)—Dry weath- 
er has struck a staggering blow to 
Italy's postwar industrial recovery. 


The worst shortage of hydro-elec- 
tric power in the nation's history 
threatens a temporary shutdown of 
major industry, a European recovery 
program (ERP) official said today. 


He told a reporter that industrial 
output, which on Jan. 1 equalled or 
exceeded prewar production, already 
had slumped seven to 10 per cent. 


Rigid new electricity 
rationing 
may cut production to less than 
half of normal, he added. 


In an attempt to meet the crisis, 
Italy's cabinet is considering crea- 
tion of a powerful special committee 
to allocate and establish strict prior- 
ity controls over all power sources. 


Public and private consumption 
of oil, coal and all other sources of 
power would be severely restricted. 


The break came after Babich 
faced 45-hours of frequent quizzing 
by police. 
He had been held in 
custody on a charge of contributing 
to the delinquency of Kathleen, in 
urging her to elope with him two 
days before Pat's body was found. 


Babich and Kathleen, who had 
left a note saying she was eloping 
with Milton, were traced to Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., and finally located at 
Minneapolis. They returned to Mil- 
waukee voluntarily accompanied by 
aetectives. 
They were married'at 
Kalamazoo. 


The prosecutor quoted Babich as 
saying Kathleen did not know that 
he killed Patricia. The youth added 
he didn't want Kathleen's reputa- 
tion smeared because she was preg- 
nant. 


"I think that's why Patricia was 


shot," McCauley said he told Babich. 


Babich answered "that's rightr I 
was afraid she'd tell the family," the 
district attorney added. 


McCauley said the youth told how 
he had bought the gun at the end 
of January because he said he knew 
he would have a showdown with 
Patricia. 
The shooting, according 
to McCauley, took place in the 
Babich family car shortly after he 
had picked up Patricia on her way 
home from high school. 


Babich related, the district at- 
torney said, that he laid the gun on 
the front seat between them and 
Patricia 
"picked 
it 
up by 
the 
handle." 


He took the gun away from her, 
he said, his finger hit the trigger and 
the gun went off. 


McCauley said that when he ask- 
ed Babich why a second shot was 
fired he answered "I didn't know the 
first shot was fatal." 


Europe's Politics 
Get Fresh Testing 
In French Election 


Paris, March 26M/P)—One of wes- 
tern Europe's great political' com- 
promises gets a fresh test tomorrow 
in the second serving of a French 
election. 


The voting is for 785 local political 
posts. 


The compromise is the middle-of- 
theroad French government, which 
is a coalition of four parties. 


The test comes from the assault 
on this government by the Com- 
munists. on the left, and the follow- 
ers of Gen. Charles De Gaulle, on 
the right. Both want to upset the 
government, 'but for different rea- 
sons. 


The election began last Sunday, 
but only 723 of 1,508 seats in the 
general councils were filled, because 
an absolute majority was required 
for election. The council posts are 
on the county government level and 
do not carry much power. However, 
the election is regarded as a political 
weathervane.

Washington. March 26 —(JP)— A 
major CIO union, the textile work- 
ers, said today that American labor 
"won the election, but we're on the 
verge of losing the congress." 


A news storv in the union's paper, 
"Textile Labor," says the Truman 
program 
"is 
completely 
bogged 
down" and then declares: 


"Unless stronger ana more effec- 
tive leadership is somehow develop- 
ed—either by the Democrats them- 
selves or by a coalition of liberal and 
labor forces—the president's "fair 
deal* is doomed to defeat." 


Chicago, March 26—(JP)—A new 
government ruling holds that nat- 
ional guardsmen with 20 year's serv- 
ice need not continue their mem- 
bership until they are 60 in order 
to qualify for retirement pay. 


The decision by the U. S. comp- 
troller general was announced today 
by Maj. Gen. Joseph A. Teece, com- 
manding- general of troops of the 
Illinois guard. 


In January, an earlier ruling held 
that guardsmen must remain active 
even after 20 years of service, if 
they wanted retirement pay. Pub- 
lic law 810 provides a pension of a 
percentage of the highest base pay 
received in service. 


General Teese said some 6,000 Illi- 
nois guardsmen would be affected 
by the new ruling. 


Paris, March 26—(JP)—Prance and 
Italy signed today a treaty designed 
to tear down the tariff wall between 
them and eventually to unify all 
their trade. 


The pact calls for a Franco-Italian 
customs union in 1950 and a com- 
plete economic merger by 1955. 


Foreign Ministers Robert Schu- 
man of France and Carlo Sporza of 
Italy hailed it as a move forward on 
the road to European unity. 


The Franco-Italian customs union, 
if it becomes a "hard fact" next 
year, as planned, will be the second 
in present-day Europe. 
Belgium, 
Luxembourg and The Netherlands 
abolished tariffs among them in 
January of last year. 


San Francisco, March 26—(JP)—A 
whisper ran through Bay Area news- 
papers today: "A man is going to 
parachute from the rail of the Gol- 
den Gate Bridge—but keep it under 
your hat!" 


Reporters and photographers hur- 
ried to the li-mile span, bridging 
the Golden Gate, to wat-h thè un- 
authorized 200-foot leap.

Douglas Commends 
'Exposing Falsity' 
Of 'Peace' Meet 


Washington, March 26—(JP)—Sen. 
Douglas (D-Ul.) today commended 
the Americans for intellectual free- 
dom for "exposing the essential fal- 
sity" of the "so-called" cultural and 
scientific conference for world peace, 
now meeting in New York. 


Douglas wrote George S. Counts, 
chairman of the group that opposes 
the international conference, "one 
cannot picture Russia permitting a 
conference to be held within her 
borders which would criticize her 
policies." 


Sen. Dauglas added: "Anyone who 
propose that in Russia would be sent 
to the prison camps and worked to 
death." 


Little Rock, Ark., March 26—(JP;—

Texas: 
One dead and 24 in- 
jured. 


Mississippi: Six dead and 33 in- 
jured. 


Louisiana: One injured. 
Arkansas was the last of the states 


to be smacked by what appeared to 
be a tornado that hedge-hopped 
f cross the state in a northeastwardly 
direction. 


There was one known dead and 
ten injured at Wlielen Springs and 
at least five dead ir. the England 
vicinity.

Minshall explained he had cap- 
tured about 200 garter snakes. He 
said he put them in his basement, 
but some of them must have es- 
caped. 


One housewife indignantly asked 
why he didn't try some other rat- 
catching device which .would be 
more acceptable to neighbors. Some- 
one suggested a cat. 


"Cats are no good," said Minshall. 
"I had some cats," he said, "but 
one day I saw one of them asleep. A 
rat ran right over it and the cat 
didn't move. I threw them all out 
and decided to get snakes instead." 


Minshall, however, agreed to dis- 
pose of the snakes. 


Chicago, March 26—(JP)—Dr. E. C. 
Rosenow still doesn't know if he's 
caught cold. 


The 73-year-old bacteriologist ar- 
rived here today in- pursuit of the 
virus which causes the common cold. 
In hopes of finding it he had strap- 
ped two tubes to the head of a loco- 
motive and ran them all the way 
from Los Angeles to Chicago—all to 
trap the bug. 


But he said he still won't know 
whether he caught one. He took the 
tubes with him—in a black bag—to 
Cincinnati. 
There he said he'll 
analyze their contents in his labora- 
tory at Longview hospital. 


The apparatus consisted of two 
tubes filled with sterilized glass wool 
and capped with meshing to keep 
insects out. The doctor himself taped 
the tubes to the diesel engine, and 
climbed up again in Chicago to re- 
move them.*

pense of the army, navy, and mar- 
ines'.' 


UFEW To Request 
Truman To Restore 
Peace With Russia 


Cedar Rapids, Iowa, March 26— 
(JP)—The CIO United Farm Equip- 
ment Workers (UFEW) today ad- 
opted a resolution asking President 
Truman to-take action to "restore 
peaceful relations with the Soviet 
Union." 


About 15 delegates voted against 
the proposal in a standing vote. One 
of them said the objection was chief- 
ly to the wording of the resolution. 
It was possible that it might later be 
recalled for some committee revi- 
sion. 


When asked where they were 
from, mo6t of the dissenters said 
they represented locals in Moline 
and Rock Island, 111. 


The foreign policy resolution crit- 
icized the Truman doctrine and the 
Marshall plan. It said "the present 
cold war policy prevents trade rela- 
tions with eastern European coun- 
tries." 


It said the North Atlantic Pact 
represented "a new get-ready-for- 
war policy by our state department."

Stevenson acted in response to a 
plea by Judge John A. Sbarbaro. who 
Is trying 14-year-old Howard Lang 
of Chicago on a murder charge. The 
judge and State's Attorney John S. 
Boyle had told the governor early 
this month that they did not know 
where to place Lang so that the 
best interests of society will be 
served. 


Three Chicago judges, three attor- 
neys and a number of social service 
and welfare workers appeared be- 
fore the commission today. 


Judge James J. McDermott. chief 
justice of criminal court, advised i

Springfield, 111., March 26—(JP)— 
The Illinois interracial commission 
today called for state constitutional 
revision to assure greater protection 
for civil rights of minority groups. 


The commission in a report to the 
legislature also backed up an earlier 
subcommittee recommendation urg- 
ing enactment of a fair employment 
practices law. 


Headed by Dr. Martin Hayes Bick- 
ham of Wilmette, the 20-member 
group was created by the 1947 gener- 
al assembly to study means of wip- 
ing out job discrimination and of 
promoting racial and religious toler- 
ance. 


The report told of discrimination 
against negro and Jewish Job-seek- 
ers, doctors, students, vacationers 
and persons seeking dental and med- 
ical care.

Chaudoin's body, when police offi- 
cers arrived, was on the floor about 
four feet from a bed occupied by 
Bertha Sparks, 73, occupant of the 
home. Mrs. Sparks said she had been 
ill in bed for a week. 


She told officers she did not know 
how the man was killed, or who com- 
mitted the crime. 


Investigating officers were at once 
confronted by a maze of information, 
none of which pointed immediately 
to the killer. 


Bludgeoned About Head 
Chaudoin, who was a concrete 
worker in his earlier years, was 
bludgeoned about the head. An up- 
raised arm rested against a dresser, 
a few feet west of the bed. occupied 
by the Sparks woman. 


She told Coroner Clarence Muehl- 
hausen and Chief of Police Frank 
Kiloran that Chaudoin entei^d her 
room Friday evening "after dark," 
but did not fix an exact time. Mrs. 
Sparks said the man had a lump 
on his head and she "thought she 
saw some blood." 


Mrs. Sparks also told officers 
Chaudoin had been drinking "pretty 
much." 


The victim of the beating is be 
lieved to have been dead for 10 or 
12 hours before his body was dis 
covered. 


Walls and the floor of the front 
room at 334 East Wàshington street 
were splattered with blood. There 
was much evidence of a struggle, but 
whether this was from the man's 
dying convulsions or from a physical 
encounter was not immediately de- 
termined by police. 


Quilt Over Body 
( 
Chaudoin's body was partly cov- 
ered by a quilt. Mrs. Sparks said 
she gave it to him Friday evening 
when he entered the room, saying 
that he wanted to lie down. 


First word of the killing was re- 
ceived at the police station after 
James Jacobs and "Spec" Hock- 
ing went into the Sparks house 
and saw Chaudoin's bloody body 
on the floor. Patrolman Jack Gun- 
terman went to the Washington 
street address, where within a few 
minutes he was joined by a 
dozen other officers. 


Byron (Spec) Hocking went to 
the police station to report finding 
the body, while Jacobs remained at 
the Sparks home. 


The police immediately began to 
question Mrs. Sparks, who main- 
tained that she did not know that 
Chaudoin was dead. She disclaimed 
knowledge that he was badly in- 
jured, believing that he had lain 
down on the floor to sleep. 


"He didn't have trouble with no- 
body here, 
because 
nobody 
was 
here," the woman told Coroner 
Muehlhausen. 


Was In Jail Thursday 


Chaudoin was a prisoner in the 
city jail Thursday night after he 
was picked up for drunkenness. He 
was released Friday morning about 
9:30 o'clock. 


The exact time he went to the 
Sparks house, or his condition when 
he arrived, has not been determined 
by officials. 


The condition of the front room 
indicated that Chaudoin was bleed- 
ing badly there. The bedroom to the 
north of" the front room also con- 
tained a large quantity of blood. 


Chaudoin lived at the heme of his 
daughter, Mrs. Pauline Stone, 117 
East Dunlap street. 


Saw Father Friday 
Mrs. Stone told the coroner and 
police that her father was in her 
home until about 3 o'clock Friday 
afternoon. She said he had some 
abraisons on his face, but said he 
told her he did not know how he 
got them. 


Police 
Officers Arthur 
Woods, 
Cloyd Wilson, Hank Campbell and 
others joined in the investigation. 


State's Attorney Albert. Hall went 
to the Sparks home, and later to the 
police 
station 
where 
he, 
Chief 
Kiloran and Coroner Muehlhausen 
took charge of questioning persons 
who were in the vicinity, in effort to 
uncover facts which would lead to 
the solution of the mystery. 


The coroner requested John Mur- 
ray, photographer, to take pictures 
of the two front rooms at the Sparks 
home. 


Head Badly Beaten 


Chaudoin, who also was called 
"Owens" because of similarity of 
names, is believed to have died from 
multiple wounds on his head and 
loss of blood. The body was ex- 
amined only perfunctorily at the 
Washington street house. A com- 
plete 
medical 
examination 
was 
scheduled for later in the day. 


His body was discovered at 10:20 
a. m., after which law enforcement 
forces went into high gear. Rela- 
tives of the slain man were con- 
tacted. Neighbors and ethers who 
might have knowledge of his fatal
